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6. Type of case involved: Espionage - it. There has been an allegation 

regarding the operation of a ring of Communist Party members and 
sympathizers within the Cal Tech Jet Propulsion Laboratory. 
Preliminary investigation has revealed several persons of doubtful 
security in this group besides the subject of this letter. 


7. Connection or status of subject in the case: Subject is a Section Chief 
at the Cal Tech Jet Propulsion Laboratory and as such has 
access to al 1 current secret research in this field of AEC 
activity. He is associated with one SIDNEY IffilNBAUM, subject 
of Los Angeles file 65-4846. 


8. Specific information being sought: Contacts of the subject, both 

within his place of employment and outside, must be established 
immediately to ascertain subject's possible implication in 
espionage activity. His access to information of a secret 
nature is established. 


9. Reasons for believing the specific information will be obtained 

by the technical surveillance: By means of technical suivexllance 

it is anticipated that subject's contacts and associates will 
be ascertained. 


10. Importance of case and subject: Subject may well be considered to be 
in a key position with regard to the security phase of Jet 
Propulsion. 
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11. Possibilities of obtaining desired information by other means (Explain 
in detail): The possibility of obtaining desired infoimation through 
other highly confidential sources will be explored. Other means 
to date have only secured information of common knowledge. In 
view of subject's possible connections in the field of Russian 
Espionage, technical sources are considered to be the best source 
of direct information.. 


12. Bisks of detection involved: None. 


13. Probable length of technical surveillance: six months. 


14. Bequest made for technical surveillance by any outside agency (name 
specific official, title and agency): None. 
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15. Remarks: Subject is a known follower of the Communist Party line. 

' He has in the past and may still associate with known Communist 
Party members. His position as Section Chief in the Cal Tech 
Jet Propulsion Laboratory is a most important one. By reason 
of his position he could supply vital information to the 
USSR. I therefore recommend that this request be given favor¬ 
able consideration. 


16. Recommendation of Assistant Director: It is recommended that this 
technical surveillance be instituted on Martin J. Summerfield 
in order to determine if he is engaged in Espionage activities.

’with his parents in Brenham and apparently was accompanied by his wife, 

Mr. BURJC stated he noticed nothing unusual about the activities of either 
FRANgjj^LINA, SR. or Jr, during the course of the visit. He pointed out 
that " FRANK”: LALINA, Jr7~had grown a long "House of David" beard and 
created quite a bit of comment everywhere he went in the town of Brenham. 

Sheriff TIEMAN DIPPED, Washington County, advised he has known 
the MALINA family since childhood and he feels sure in his own mind that 
Mr. FRANK J. MALINA, SR. is a good and loyal citizen; however, he stated 
there is some doubt in his mind concerning FRANK J. MALINA, JR.. Sheriff 
DIPPED pointed out that he attended school as a youngster with the younger 
MALINA and that when he returned to Brenham for a visit recently MALINA, 

JR. was growing a long beard and that he, DIPPEL, asked MALINA why he was 
wearing such a beard and he, DISPEL, told MALINA, "you look like a 
Bolshevik". Sheriff DIPPEL stated that the younger MALINA acted a bit 
embarrassed at this remark and explained his beard by saying he was ’working 
with a group of scientists, all of whom were older than he, and he wore 
the beard in order to give the appearance of an older man in order to 
command more respect as a scientist. 

Sheriff DIPPEL pointed out he has no specific information con¬ 
cerning the ideals or beliefs of FRANK MALINA, JR. but stated he was 
considered as a rather radical type person during his early childhood and' 
the fact he is wearing such a long beard at the present time is in itself, 
according to DIPPEL, some evidence that he has "screwball ideas". 

Sheriff DIPPEL pointed out he recalled MALINA, JR. make the 
statement that he was working for the United Nations in Paris, France, 

DIPPEL stated that to his knowledge the purpose of IttLINA's 
visit to Brenham was merely to visit his parents and that there was nothing 
unusual that had happened in Brenham during the period of his visit. 

Sheriff DIPPEL stated that it is his recollection that FR’.NK 
J. MALINA, JR. was born in Brenham and that within two or three years 
after hid' birth that his parents went to Czechoslovakia where his father 
was born and resided for five or six years after which time they returned 
to the United States and have resided in Brenham ever since. Sheriff 
DIPPEL stated MALINA«s mother was a native of Brenham and that his father 
is reportedly a naturalized citizen, having been born in Czechoslovakia. 
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SA 65-1399 

Sheriff DIPPSL stated that to his knowledge the MALINA family have resided 
at 618 South Baylor Street for a number of years. 

Sheriff DIPPfiL further stated that to his knowledge there is 
no such street as DAVIS? in Brenham. 

It should be hoted that the Dallas office by letter dated June 
8, 1949 stated that one Dr. S. J,)fMELINA had made reservations on American 
Air Lines Flight No. 7 for Los Angeles, California, oh June 6, 1949/ giving 
his address as 618 South Davis Street, Brenham, Texas.

A copy of the Brenham Banner Press dated June 2, 1949 at Brenham, 
Texas, carried a small news item under the "Personals Column" which reads 
as follows! 


"Dr. and Mrs._FEAM T C'1M/.LINA, JR. have spent the last two weeks 
visiting his parents, Mr. and'Mrs._FRAN^L4LINA'Bf v Brenham. Dr. MALINA 
is connected with the United Nations in Paris, France. He and Mrs, MALINA 
will leave Friday for Pasadena, California for a short stay, and will, 
fly to London to visit her parents there on their way to Paris where he 
is to report for work July 1," 

AT AUSTIN, TEXAS 

_ Eureau of ^ital Statistics, State 

Health Department, advised that the records of that office revealed that 
FRANK JOSEPH KALINA was born October J2", 1912 at Brenham, Texas, the son 
of FRANK MALINA and CAROLINE SOPHWKAREK. MALINA * s father was shown to 
have been born in Czechoslovakia ana was thirty-one years of age at the 
£ime of his son's birth. At this time the elder M..LINA was employed as 
a merchant. CAROLINEflllAREK was shown to have been born in Brenham, Texas 
and was twenty-three years of age at the time of her son's birth. 

The above mentioned birth record was filed for record August 11, 
1941 in Washington County, Texas. 

For the information of the l>os Angeles office, a description of 
MALINA as set out in referenced letter is substantially correct; however, 
it was the consensus of opinion of Mr. BURK and Sheriff DIPPEL that he 
weighs about 150, is turning bald to a slight degree and wears a "House 
of David" beard.

Reference io made to the report of SA PETeSt J • REILLY dated July 
14, 1949 at Loo Angeles in this matter. 

Investigation of this case arose out of subject’s alleged Cosasiniet 
Party activity and his association with. FRANK J»|MALINA during years 1933-1939 
and later. This plus the fact that he is, by reason of his position as Section 
Chief in tho Jot Propulsion Laboratory, California Institute of Technology, 
in an excellent position to furnish information of an espionage nature to USSR 
should ho so dosiro. 

Investigation of the subject by this office fails to reflect that 
SiHGRFIELD is engaged in any espionage activity. It has been established that 
he has, at on© tine at least, been synpathic to the Coiscunist Party and it is 
probable that his sympathies still extend in this direction. However, the 
possibility of espionage activity on the part of the subject has not been borne 
out by investigation. 

According to information furnished by CNDI LA ED-75 > tho subject 
and his wife intend to leave Los Angelos for Princeton, New Jersey, cn or about 
August 23, 1949. It is anticipated that they will live at the university for 
tho next three years. 


It is requested that tho Bureau consider the advisability of 
having SlgaSRFIEEP interviewed before hie departure from Los Angc-les. The 
purpose of this interview will bo to determineJfrca tho subject tho extent of 
his connections with FRANK J. KALHJA and SIBNET XJEH©ADM. The connections between 
MALUJA and S1M5R PIKLD are well known, but there has never been any observable 
intercourse between 3UJ.HEFtFI£2D and 1V3I1SBAUM. However, it is intended that 
SOI SIERFIBLD be questioned along the lines of his knowledge of \SINBAUM’3 membership 
in the Communist Party, and in view of this knotfledge why ho permitted ♦VSDiBAlB!

Reference is made to Bureau letter to Newark dated 2/21/51, 
in which request was made for any information which has come to this 
office’s attention regarding the subject since his residence in this 
area, and which letter further requested this office’s recommendation 
regarding the advisability of reinterviewing the subject. 

A recent mail cover placad on the subject reflects that he 
continues to correspond with ERANIfY^LINA, whose current return address 
is 19 Avenue Kleber, Paris, France. The subject also receives corres¬ 
pondence from the Society for Social Responsibility in Science, This 
society was organized during the last year by VIGTOB^ASCHKIS, a research 
scientist who was employed by Columbia University and who resides at 
Hidden Springs, R. D. Neshanic Station, New Jersey, PASCHKIS is presently 
the President of this organization. According to a tentative constitution 
of this organization made available to this office during the period^of 
its development, the stated purpose is to induce scientists to abstain 
from doing any research or production which might ultimately result in 
the development of any destructive force or weapon and to encourage a 
free exchange of scientific data between scientists of all countries. 

On June 30, 1950, PASCHKIS addressed a meeting at Asbury Park, 

New Jersey, which meeting was held under the auspices of the ’’Women for 
Peace.” A surveillance of this meeting by agents of this office revealed 
that many who attended were active members and leaders of the New Jersey CP.

T-l, of known reliability, advised that RIDGLEY CUMMINGS had been a member of 
the Communist Party of Eugene, Oregon, but was expelled because of his fear of 
losing his employment as night editor for the Eugene Register Guard newspaper. 

I Chairman of the Eugene, Oregon Selective Ser- b6 
vice Draft Board, advised that CUMMINGS, in filling out his Selective Service b7c 
Questionnaire for World War 11, claimed to be conscientious objector. His Sel¬ 
ective Service Questionnaire also reflects that he was a member of the Communist 
Party, but was expelled in 1935, because of being a pacifist. 

In July, 1942, _United Press, Portland, Oregon, b6 

advised that CUMMINGS had moved to San Francisco in November 1941. -at that time, b7c 
he was employed in the San Francisco Hiring Hall of the Sailors' Union of the 
Pacific. 

The April 1951 reverse telephone directory reflects that 1223 
Lombard Street is the residence of AGNES CUMMINGS. 


The files of the Retailers Credit association. San Francisco. 
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contains a report which indicates that RIDGLEY CUMMINGS was married to AGNES 
BYDIN in San Francisco on December 28, 194&• On March 9, 1940 , an interlocutory- 
decree of divorce was granted to AGNES CUMMINGS, and on March 17, 1950, this 
divorce became final. As of October 23, 1950, aGNES CUM...ING-S wsis residing at 
1223 Lombard Street, and RIDGLEY CUMMINGS was residing in Phoenix, Arizona. 

The credit associations records contain a notation indicating 
that RIDGLEY CUMMINGS, as of December 23, 1950, was transacting a business under 
a fictitious name at 1010 Bush Street, San Francisco, where he was issuing a* 
"Literary Journal of irregular issue with unpredictable content." 

The April 4, 1950 issue of the San Francisco Examiner reflects 
that RIDGLEY CUMMINGS, an employee of the Publicity Department of the California 
State Board of Equalization, would be dismissed from his position in July, 1950, 
because of an economy cut in the Board's payroll. 

The records of the Balmoral Hotel, 1010 Bush Street, San Fran¬ 
cisco, according to a report in the Credit Association files, dated April 4> 
1950, reflect that RIDGLEY CUMMINGS resided at that hotel for about one year, 
and had departed for Arizona in February of 1950. 

The Credit Association files in addition,, reflect that RIDGLEY

recall. It is appreciated that at the time UAKELING was interviewed 
by INS Agents along these lines, the emphasis was on his knowledge ’ 
of membership on the part of TSIEN. It is therefore the intention 
of Agents of my office to interview WAKELING specifically regarding 
the subject of this case to determine, possibly by interrogation, 
if bis memory can be stimulated to the point where he can make 
definite statements concerning subject's membership.

of the Immigration and Naturalization Service in connection with 
his knowledge of the Party membership o'M^TSUE SHEN-TSIEN who was

WABBLING said that in connection with these interviews 
he had made a concerted attempt to, insofar as possible, refresh 
. his memory concerning all individuals and happenings which were 
concerned with the Professional Unit Number 3.22. He said that 
in order to retrace his membership in the Party, the following 
facts were in order:j ' , , .

WAKELING went on to state that in the early part of 1939 
that he actually joined the Communist Party and remained a member 
thereof for perhaps six or eight months. . He explained that his 
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membership was rather "indefinite" in that by reason of his 
employment, long hours, etc., he did not attend many meetings 
of the club. He explained that, as a usual course, on evenings 
where meetings were held in his home, of which there were many, 
he usually would not arrive until late in the evening, and, as 
a result,, did not necessarily take cognizance of all those who 
were present. He said that he has a distinct recollection of 
some of the individuals who were there, but in other cases his 
memory is very hazy._r>m*nte^ rmt. as an instance that he was 


unable to recall

group, although he has understood"“from Im migrati on and 
Naturalization Service investigators that| I admitted 

membership in the same unit. 


WAKELING- stated that in about the middie of 1939 he 
became very dissatisfied with his wife’s activities with 
regard to Communist Party functions and it became a source of 
marital discord between them. He stated, "I am not bigoted, but 
I did not approve of her fraternization with members of the 
colored race who were brought to our home in connection with 
People’s World subscription drive parties and like events." 


He said that matters finally reached a state where 
they mutually agreed that It would be advisable for them to 
move to Los Angeles, closer to his place of employment, with 
the combined thought of also moving his wife, DOROTHY, from 
her circle of friends. 


He said that subsequent to this move from Pasadena, 
he did not see any of the other members of the Professional Unit 
from that time forward, and that it was only several months 
after this move, in the fall of 1939> that he separated from 
his wife, DOROTHY, and from that time forward entirely divorced 
himself from all Communist Party activity. 

Pictures of the subject were not shown to WHEELING 
until the interview had progressed for considerable time in that 
he had made this request at the outset of the interview when 
he was told that pictures of this individual would be shown 
him. After the interview had progressed and WAKELING had 
expressed his thoughts with regard to Professional Unit 122 in 
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general, he was shown several pictures of the subject, After 
careful scrutiny, WAKELING stated that he was certain 
that he could not recall the subject' as having been in attendance 
at Communist Party meetings held in his home. He pointed out 
that ho was reasonably positive in this regard, but made the 
following qualifications to this statement? 

He said in the instance of his identification of 
TSIEN he had first been unable to identify this individual from 
an individual picture shown him in spite of the fact that being 
Oriental he felt that he should have had a distinct recollection 
of him in the event he had seen him before. He said that later 
Immigration and Naturalization Service investigators showed 
him a group picture of a number of Chinese students from 
Californio Institute of Technology, at which time he then felt 
that he was ^practically positive” that he could identify TSIEN 
as an individual he had seen at Communist Party meetings at 
his home. He said, further, that when he personally observed 
TSIEN at the Immigration and Naturalization Service deportation 
hearing, he then was positive of the identification.
